Crop Not Damaged by Frost 


Winnipeg, Oct. 21.—A supplementary croy estiniate 
published by the Manitoba Free Press today after losses sus- 
tained by the recent bad weather puts western Canada’ 
wheat crop at 162,725,006 bushels, the oat crop at 185,570,- 

1000, harley 33,349,000, flax 6,620,000. According to an 
estimate by the Free of Sept. 4, crop would be 178,- 
650,000 bushels of wheat, oats 223,550,000, barley 3 
000, flax 7,826,000. 

The depreciation in wheat therefore due to the delay 
cccasioned by unfeverable weather is about 8,925,000. Even 
with this decrease in yield the west still stands to harvest the 
largest crop in its history. If the weather is mild and there 
are no vexatious delays in the moving of the crop, 

The above estimate was compiled from the report of 
correspondents at dver two hundred widely different points 
throughout the three prairie provinces and the general trend 
of the report received was to the effect that while the grade 
of wheat has been materially reduced the quantity has suf- 
fred a comparatively small percentage of depreciation. 

As regards to the provinces, Manitoba is best in the 
showing, most of her crop ene been cut prior to the bad 
spell, while Saskatchewan, the largest wheat-producing prov- 
ince, has suffered the most severe damage from the bad har- 

vesting weather, but even there the opinion prevails that only 
about two per cent. would remain uncut, owing to frost. Re-

Trades Congress Favors Establishment of Municipal! and 
Government Employment Agencies and Better Regu- 
lations of Factories—Report Is Submitted 


admonton delegates ta the reeent 
trades and labor congress in Galgary 
were responsible for two of the reso- 
lutions which were adopted by the 
congress, aveordiog te the report of 
ihe delegates submilted to the trades 
and dabor council at their meeting in 
ihe exhibition offlees on Second street 
jast evening.

So stated Patrick 
Burns, the big packing house man, who is to erect the plant, and is 
fg Edmonton today, Mr. Burns is in the capital city for the purpose 
of perfecting arrangements for the commencement of work on this 
big, new industry to be located in Edmonton. He is at this time con- 
sumating negotiations for a site, which is in the eastern portion of 
the city and has direct access to the C.N.R, and G.T.P, railroads, 
The foundations of the packing establishment will be completed this 
summer, according to the plans of Mr. Burns. The yards in con- 
nection with the plant will likewise be laid out and work done upon 
them this summer, 

Mr, Burns is one of the largest meat packing men in this part of 
Canada, and his advent into this field has been anticipated for some 
time past. 

Speaking of the possibility of the Armour Packing company 
establishing a branch of their industry in Edmonton, Mr. Burns said 
that as the country develops there will be room for all who come, 
to engage in the packing business here, 

Mr. Burns stated that there are plenty of fat cattle to be had in 
the country at present and that conditions have never been better 
for stock than they are this season. 

“Pasture lands are in splendid condition this summer,” he said. 
“An abundance of hay will be put up and next fall it will not be nec- 
essary for the farmers to sell off their stock while the prices are low 
They will be able to feed them through the winter profitably.”
